'*lie was a young inati • 
about IS, and he asked me 
for a ‘99* with rasberry tKiuce 
bn it*'. Bob clearly recalls. *i 
went to pm the Ice cream In 
the coiK. but when I turned 
back he had vanished'*. 

SOLDIER 

**A few days later I spoiled a 
newspaper and on the front 
a picture of the soldier, 
ft said he had been killed In 
the war-thirty >'cars earlier. 
I immediately drove back 
along the rot^ in the spot 
where he had been standing, 
and sure enough, he still 
wasn't there**. 

BLUE 

From that moment on Bob 
was hooked, and he has been 
ghost hunting ever since.

People tend to 
imagine ghosts walking 
through wdls, cany ing their 
head under une arm, or 
'draining cliuins urminci be* 
hlnuiliem. But ifs nothing 
like that. 

DARK 

Nine times out of ten you 
don't even see the ghost - a 
lot of them are Invisible 
nowiadays. And most of the 
ghosts I do see are just sort of 
ercen clouds of energy* that 
float about and shine in the 
dark. In fact you can get a 
nasty shock if you touch one 
of those*'. 

STAR 

Hollywood movie makers 
paint a more escicingpkture 
of the supernatural. And 
ironically, it's Bob they 
usually come to for advice. 
‘*One day they came to me 
with the script for the film 
Pt>]icrgcisi.

Anyway, there's alwavs a 
reason for ghosts, so wnat i 
ustuilly do is eo to ilic library 
to dn rcscarcn and find out 
about them. Sure enough In 
an old newspaper I read 
about an accld^enc at the very 
same bus stop over 100 years 
ago. A young soldier had 
been knocked over and 
killed running to catch the 
last bus hume. His hcisd had 
never been found.

That evening I sat at the btrs 
stop, and sure enough I 
could fed a presence next to 
me.

I ltM»kcd arnund for a few* 
moments then ihouj^t to 
niysetr. *f bet they never 
checked on tup of the bus 
stop'.
